Thomas Costello, admitted head of 
Chicago's biggest police graft syn- 
dicate, reached the climax of his story 
in the Healey-Barry-Skidmore graft 
trial yesterday when he swore that 
former Chief of Police Charles C. 
Healey and himself planned to sell 
twenty-seven promotions in a - police 
sergeants’ examination. 

Costello testified that he told the for- 
mer police head that he would get $250 
for each promotion for Healey and that 
all that could be collected in excess of 
$250 a head should be divided among 
Costello, William R. Skidmore, and 
“Mike de Pike” Heitler, other mem- 
bers of the alleged bribe syndicate. 

Two sergeantcy promotions had been 
sold to patrolmen for $1,750, and agents 
of the ring were scouring the police 
ranks for other bidders when State’s, 
Attorney Hoyne’s raid on Costello's 
headquarters interrupted the big brib- 
ery scheme, Costello indicated. 

Three Jobs as Gifts. 

Costello said the plan was to have 
the chief -get the civil service exam- 
ination markings from the commis- 
sion, and then add a sufficient marking 
for efficiency to place purchasers of. 
promotions at the top of the sergeants’ 
ligt. H@taid therg-were thirty. pat¢ol,| 
and desk sergeant vacancies to be filled 
by the examination. Healey desired 
to give three of the places to his 
friends without cost, Costello declared. 

It was learned last night that Chief 
of Police Schuettler soon after taking 
office was told by State’s Attorney 
Hoyne of the alleged Costello-Healey 
scheme. As a result a new examination 
for sergeants was called last spring and | 
the practice of permitting the chief to 
fix efficiency markings of candidates 
was abolished. Efficiency markings 
now are madé by a board.

HOLIDAY LEAVE. ‘ 
FOR 12,000MEN 
AT CAMP GRANT 


Belated War Depart- 
ment Order Gives 
Them Christmas. 


Uncle Sam sent a belated and un- 
expected Christmas present to his boys 
at Camp Grant, Rockford, -last night. 
It came in the shape of an order from 
the war department which will enable 
12,000 of the men at the camp to get 
four day furloughs over Christmas. 
This order, evidently indicating a 
change of heart at Washington be- 


" tween 8 o’clock and midnight, rescinds 


former orders which limited the num- 
ber of men to be given furloughs at 5 
per cent of the command. 

Immediately upon its receipt Chica- 
g0, which had abandoned its plans for 
the entertainment of its soldiers when 
the previous orders were issued, took 
steps to carry them out. Ald. William 
Lipps, chairman of the aldermanic 
committee which had charge of the 
arrangements, requested last night that 
the committee meet again at 11 a. m. 
today in the local transportation rooms 
in the city hall. 


Seems to Be Authentic. _. 

The -final ruling of the war depart- 
ment on Christmas furloughs reached 
Camp Grant shortly before midnight in 
a telegram to Maj. I. P. Swift, division 
adjutant, which read: 

“The secretary of war directs that 
the number of men to be granted 
leaves he left to the commanding of- 
ficer, particular care being taken not 
to permit such a number of men to go

Supplies to Pershing Slow. 

The red tape and inefficiency pervad- 
ing the ordnance bureau and the quar- 
termaster general's office retarded the 
supplying of the American troops in 
France with arms and equipment to an 
extent that soon brought protests from 
Gen. Pershing. 

The commander of the overseas army 
began sending mild cablegrams urging 
the secretary of war to speed up the 
dispateh of ordnance and equipment. 


The delays continued, however, and 


Gen, Pershing soon was inquiring why 
more attention, apparently, had aes 
_been paid to his requests. 

In Desperate Need. 

Finally Gen. Pershing became. des- 
'perate. His men were nearing perfec: : 
tion in training, but were without any.

He cabled protest after protest in 
vehement language. He denounced the 
inexplicable delays for which the ord- 
nance bureau and quartermaster gen-. 
; eral were believed to be responsible,

demand, asked for the removal of Cro- 
gier and Sharpe. 

Gen. Pershing said hé would not per- 
mit his troops to go into action, or 
even to be move to the neighborhood 
of the firing line until they were prop- 
erly equipped for effective action, He 
asserted that he did not purpose to’ 
allow his men to be slaughtered as a

Mr. Jackson is a lawyer and his com- 
pany is not a shipbuilding company 
and has never built any ships. The 
contract awarded to thia concern was 


lfor between $10,000,000 and $12,000,000 


on a 10 per cent profit basis, meaning 
a comfortable profit in excess of 
$1,000,000. 

The ships are being built- on the 
Piscataqua river, behind the big high- 
way bridge between Portsmouth and 
Kittery, Me. When they are finished 
they will be interned, as they will be 
too large to pess throhgh the draw.

WARTIME STANDARDS OF 
EFFICIENCY. 


The testimony of mahufacturetfs as to the inertia

prevailing in the ordnance bureau of the war de} 


pertment reinforces the conclusions drawn from 
the facts disclosed in the evidence of Gen. Crozier. 
Tite relative responsibility of the ordnance board 
amd their civilian chief, Mr. Baker, has not yet 


® thorough investigation will disclose not only in 
ordnance but in other bureaus the presence of @ 
certain familiar type of official which it is essential 
to get rid of as early in the war as possible. 

This type is the natural product of peace time 
atid especially of the neglect of strict efficiency 
tests which prevails in our army organization.

The general 
officers should be chosen without fear or favor, 
sdlely with regard to vigor and efficiency. Most of 
mir genefal officérs ate too old to make the tre- 
mendous adjustments and meet the grueling con- 
ditions of the west front. This should be realized 
before it is taught us in blood and defeat. Excep- 
tional men there are whose energy and ability set 
them above the general rulé. But save in stich 
abnormal cases, the rule should be resolutely 
followed. | { 

The senate, meanwhile, it seems to us, has done 
its plain duty in postponing the confirmation of 
Gen. Crozier.

The result of the election, therefore, cannot be 
interpreted otherwise than a victory for the allied 
‘cause.. It is a victory over pacificism and sedition— 
even conceding that certain elements of the popu- 
lation were disqualified from voting, And Canada 

has been in the war since the beginning. In pro- 
portion to her »pulation she has raised many 
more troops than |we have in training, and more, 
possibly, than we shall ever have on the firing line.

JAUNDICE, HEMORRHAGE. 

N inquirer wants to know why & 
subgeon is unwilling to operate 
on a jaundiced man. The reason 
is that he fears hemorrhage. In 
an operation necessarily many blood ves- 
sels are cut. The surgeon ties as many 
of these as he can find. But some escape 
him. It would be bad judgment to take 
the time necessary to tie all of the ves- 
sels cut, since clotting can be depended 
upon to seal all small vessels. The seal- 
ing results from the clotting of blood 

and plasma or serum. 
The blood plasma is a delicate solu- 
tion of albumin in water. This albumin 
occasionally goes out of solution and a 
clot results. A very delicate balance 
between the ferments in the blood holds 
the solution perfect. When the blood 
comes in contact with alr or escapes 
from its proper vessels the balance of 


these ferments is disturbed and the 


albumin preci pitates.

In jaundice the blood contains bile. 


Blood containing bile does not coagulate 
readily. The surgeon knows that a 
jaundiced patient operated on is liable 
to bleed to death on the operating table 
or within two weeks after operation. It 
occasionally happens that a jaundiced 
person operated on successfully will do 
nicely for a week and then commence to 
bleed. 

Another wants to know why it is that 
surgeons do not like to operate on peér- 
sons with goiter. The secretion from 
the thyroid gland is absorbed into the 
blood stream. Its effects are far reach- 
ing. If there is too little of the secre- 
tion the person is slow physically and 
mentally, phlegmatic to a high degree. 

If there is an excess of this secretion 
the person is nervous, excitable, irri- 
table, and on edge generally. He has a 
rapid, irregular, nervous pulse. He is 
easily shocked and the effects of shock 
afe unusually great. In certain: forms 
of goiter the person is on edge all the 
time. 

If the condition has been neglected for 
a long time he {s liable to be very easily 
shocked, Under violent shock the heart 
may stop beating. The surgeon hesitates 
to operate on a case of goiter with pro- 
nounced nervous symptoms of long 


. standing because he is afraid of shock.

A third wishes to know why surgeons 
frequently do not reduce fractures until 
several days have elapsed. Soon after 
the injury the soft parts begin to swell. 
Within twelve hours in the case of a 
broken arm, let us say, the member is 
several inches larger in circumference 
than before the injury. 

If the fracture were reduced and tight 
bandages and splints applied before the 
swélling camé gangrene or pressure 
sores might develop. Certainly the pain 
in the swollen parts would be very 
great. The bandages would have to be 
loosened. If, on the other hand, swell- 


ing had occurred before the fracture. 


was set and the bandages and splints 
were applied thé dressings would be too 
loose when the swelling subsided. 


Bone cannot begin to heal until the

lime the broken ends has been 
absorbed and ordinary granulation tissue 
has developed. This process requires 
several days. Therefore, were the bones 
det immediately after the fracture heal- 
ing could not start for several days. This 
is the reason that surgeons often put up 
a broken limb for several days in a tem- 
porary dressing and reduce the fracture, 
setting the bones after the swelling has 
subsided. ’

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RINCB MAXIMILIAN of Baden, 

hext heir to his cousin's grand 

ducal throne, and whose presiden- 

tial address to the Baden house of 
lords advocated what amounts to the 
encountering of American idealism with 
German Phariseeism, instead of entire- 
ly with the sword, is described in the 
cable dispatches as “one of the sanest 
statesmen of the empire.” 

This does not speak Well for the others 
or for his fellow countrymen. For Prince 
Max of Baden spent several yéats in the 
lunatic asylum at Purkersdorff, near 
Vienna, where Prinoess Louise of Co- 
burg, eldest daughter of the late King 
Leopold of Belgium, was for a consider- 
able time under restraint. 

Prince Maximilian of Baden was in 
his younger days extremely wild. The 
pace which he had gone was too rapid 
even for the Grand Duchess Helene 
Viadimirovna of Russia. whose father 
and brothers were not precisely strait- 
laced or inclined to puritanism. She 
therefore feit herself constrained to 
break off héf engagement to him almost 
on the eve of the date appointed for the 
weddirfg. She was and still remains an 
extremely fascinating and attractive 
and there is no doubt that 
Prince Max was genuinely in love with 
her. Her action in jiiting him was such 
a shock to a somewhat impaired consti- 
tution that ft affected his reason and 
he had to be committed to the Austrian 
celebrated retreat for the insane above 
mentioned. '

A number of years afterward Prince 
Max secured the hand of Princess Mari» 
Louise of Great Britain and of Bruns- 
wick, whose father, the septuagenarian 
Duke of Cumberland, and whose broth- 
er, the sovereign Duke of Brunswick, 
are both of them under restraint as men- 
tally disturbed in the Cumberland cha&- 
teau, on the shores of Lake Gmunden, 
in Austria. Prince Maximilian has an 
11 year old boy of the name of Prince 
Berthold Frederick, who comes next to 
him in the line of succession. 

Prince Max has also a daughter, and, 
failihg these two children, who are both 
of them delicate, the throne of Baden 
would ultimately go to Prince William 
of Hohengollern, head of the Catholic 
and nonréeigning brafich of the house of 
Hohenzollern, former crown prince of 
Roumania and brother of the present 
king of that country, for Prinoe Wil- 
liam and Ferdinand of Roumafnia are 
grandsons of old Princess Josephine of

nais. The present Grand Duke of Baden 
has no ¢hildren, and, profiounced con- 
sumptive long before his acééasion in 


1907, the briefest reign was predicted for 


him. But threatened men live long. He 
is still alive and fulfilling his duties as 
a sovefeign atid may possibly even out- 
live Prince Maximilian. es 
The sovereign house of Baden has a 
greater amount of romance in its rec- 
ord than almost any of the other German 
dynasties. It owes its grand ducal title 
ta the first Napoleon. Until then the 
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rulers had borne the titles of prince 
elector and of margrave. The first grand 
duke, who died in 1811, was twice mar- 
ried and had a number of children by 
each union. His first wife was a prin- 
cess of Hesse, by whom he had five chil- 
dren. After her death he contracted a 
morganatic marriage with Mile. von 
Geyer, daughter of Baron Louis Philip 
von Geyer of Geyersberg, and by her he 
had a family of six children more. His 
eldest son was accidentally killed in 
Sweden and left a son of the name of 
Charlés, who was at one time engaged 
to be married to Princess Augusta of 
Bavaria. 
— i 

Kmperor Napoleon, however, had other 
plans for the prince and princess. He 
caused their engagement to be broken 
off and thereupon insisted that Augusta 
of Bavaria should give her hand to his 
stepson Eugene de Beauharnais and that 
Prince Charles of Baden should lead to 
the altar the niece of his wife, Em- 
press Josephine, and his own adopt- 
ed daughter, Stephanie de  Beau- 
harnais, who was endowed with the 
rank and status of a princess of the im- 
perial house of France. She was only 
16 years old at the time, but so fasci- 
nating that her aunt, the Empress Jo- 
sephine, became jealous of the emperor's 
fondness for the girl and did everything 
in her power to hasten the marriage. _ 

The latter turned out far more hap- 
pily than had béen expected, and fout 
years later Prince Charles succeeded his 
grandfather as grand duke of Baden and 
Stephanie became grand duchess. She 
bore her husband five children, the 
youngest of whom, Marie, married the 
tenth duke of Hamiiton, while another, 
Josephine, became the consort of Prince 
Charles Anthony of Hohenhsollern and 
the mother of King Charles of Rouma- 
nia, of King Albert of Belgium's mother, 
the late Countess of Flanders, and of 
that Prince Leopold of Hohengzollern 
whosé candidature for the throne of 
Spain precipitated the war between Ger- 
many and France in 1870.

Grand Duchess Stephanie had two sons, 
ohe of whom died when only a few years 
old, while a mystery Nas always pre- | 
vailed with regard to the fate of her 
other son, Prince Alexander, who, ac- 
cording to official announcement, died 
when a little more than a year old, but | 
who is generally believed to have been 
Stolen from his cradle by agents of Mile. . 
von Geyer. She was a most ambitious 
woman and was determined to secure 
recognition for herself as Princess of 
Baden and the right of succession to the 
throne for the children whom she had 
borne to Grand Duke Charles Frederick 
in morganatic union. As long as he had 
remained alive she had been obliged to 
content herself with the title of Baron- 
ess Hochberg, which he had conferred 
upon her at the time of her marriage

DO PACKERS OWN | 
STOCKY ARDS AND 
TRANSFER ROAD? 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Whether the Chicago meat 
packers do or do not own the Chicago 
Union stockyards and the Chicago 
Terminal Transfer railway will be the 
subject of an inquiry here tomorrow 
by the trade commission. which is in- 
vestigating the high price of meats. 

The packers assert that they do not 
own or control the stockyards and the 
railway. They pay to these corpora- 
tions certain charges for service which 
constitute an element of the cost of: 
producing meats. The trade commis- 
sion desires to determine whether these 
charges are legitimate or merely a 
means of inflating meat production 
costs to conceal actual! profits. 

Investigators for the commission 
have unearthed evidence which is al- 
leged to indicate that the packers ac- 
tually own or control the stockyards 
and the railway through “dummies” 
residing in Boston. Witnesses from 
Boston have been summoned to appear 
at the hearing tomorrow and tell what 
they know of the matter. Documen- 
tary evidence also will be produced.

these notations the witness recon- 
structed numerous conversations he 
had had with the former chief. - : 
’ Every scrap of paper furnished an 
incident of the city wide activities of 
the alleged bribery collection*business 
for discussion by the witness. By 
means of them Prosecutor Johnston 
brought out the story that the syndi- 
cate at the time of its smash was en- 
gaged in working out a gigantic graft- 
ing machine into which was to be 
forced every resort and gambling 
house owner as a contributor. Names 
of places were listed and the bribe 
payment scales were noted in figures.

state’s attorney Costello detailed at 


length the police transfer work of the, 


syndicate. He mentioned no less than 
féurteen captains, lieutenants, and de- 
tective sergeants who were trans- 
ferred by the former chief after discus- 
sion with Costello as to what was the 
best “for the good of the service” of 
the graft ring. 

New names of policemen, alleged to 


‘have profited from. graft, éither 


through their own initiative or with 
the connivance of the ring members, 
were given in the testimony of the 
witness. 

Some of the family troubles of the 
syndicate group were aired by the 
man on the stand. He told of,repeated 
complaints by Lieut. Augustus Mar- 
tin White against Detective Sergt. 
Stephen J.’ Barry, one of the defen- 
dants. According to Costello, White 
made almost daily complaints that 
Barry was collecting “on his own 
hook and not paying me my share.” 


Reveals Underworld Fight. 


He revealed a big underworld fight 
between his own yice collection trust 
and a rival, which he declared was 
headed by Homer K. Galpfh and State 
Representative Roger Marcy. It was 
brought out that after consultation 
‘with the former chief he and Costello 
took 
Hoyne as the innocent means of put- 
ting their powerful political rivals out 
of commission. 

“We got the list of fifty-six places 


they wanted to collect from,” he said, 


“and we decided to turn them over to 
the state’s attorney. We were going 
to lay low with our places until after 


‘the fight was over.” 


The story of the sale of police pro- 
motions came out during the final hours

FOR BASKET RACES 


BY PREP. 

Basketball teams in the Chicago 
High School league will play their 
schedules under new conditions this 
year, according to plans mapped at 
the meeting of the board of control 
of athletics at the Mallers building 
yesterday. Dr. Otto E. Groener of 
Senn High, chairman of the basket- 
ball committee, introduced a report, 
which, when discussed, criticized, 
amended, moved, and seconded, left the 
board meeting with some noteworthy 
changes in conduct of the basket game 
as a high school sport in this city.

Provide for Double Forfeits. 


Provision was made for a “double 
forfeit,” an innovation for which a 
new term had to be-invented by the 
board members. The double forfeit 
will be assessed against both teams in 
cases where two managers get togeth- 
er and decide to postpone a game from 
the scheduled date without getting 
sanction of the board of control bas- 
ketball committee. 

In addition to basketball, eligibtl- 
ity matters were taken up, with a rul- 
ing made for high ‘school boy swim- 
mers who are members of athletic club 
teams. The board decided that rules 
governing other sports, which provide 
that competition for an outside team 
makes a boy ineligible to represent 
his high school, should &&% applied 
strictly to swimming.

Evolves Plan for Pay- 
ing Them for Work 


in Homes. 


institution may have an “even break” 
with the world into which they are 
thrust, Archbishop Mundelein has pro- 
posed a plan which yesterday was out- 
lined to all homes of the House of the 
Good Shepherd. This provides a means 
of wage earning by the girls, the prof- 
its of their labor to be given them 
against their needs when they are 
placed upon their own resources again. 
Copies of the archbishop’s plan have 
been given the mother superior of 
the institution at 1126 Grace street and 
also distributed among all similar 
homes in the archdiocece. ) 


Given Suitable Work. 


It is proposed that a selective method 
be employed by which each girl com- 
mitted is given work best suited to 
her in order that she may be content 
with her surroundings. The arch- 
bishop believes that the girls should 
be paid for what they actually do as 
far as possible as an incentive. 

Each day’s work is to be credited 
by the forewoman in charge of the 
department in which the girl is em- 
ployed, and at the end of each week 
the girl is to be credited with the 
amount of her earnings in addition to 
the amount credited by the county for 
her maintewance. Archbishop Munde- 
lien proposes that the money so 
earned is not to be paid the girl until 
she leaves the institution. 


Guardians Are Planned. 


It is hoped by this method to present 
each girl with a suitable fund with 
which she may make herself comforta- 
ble while making plans for the fu- 
ture. In cases where girls are not 
deemed capable of handling their 
money, the courts will be asked to ap- 
point a guardian. | 

It is expected that $500 a month 
additional will be needed to carry out 
the plan. Archbishop Mundelein has 
promised $3,000 to start the fund and 
the women’s auxiliaries will be asked 
to make up the deficit. |

CITY HALL HOLDS| 


Plan to Divorce Drink 
and Masic Called 
Illegal. . 


Chief of Police Schuettler is enfore- 
ing all jaws and ordinances relating to 
the sale of liquor. If the city council 


wants cabarets and liquor divorced, it | 


will have to pass an ordinance giving 
the chief this power. 

This was the unofficial announce- 
ment in the city hall yesterday as to 
the administration's stand on the cab- 
aret question. Chief Schuettler asked 
the law department to give him an 
opinion on the liquor matter, but it 
was learned what the opinion prob- 
ably will be. 

At Monday's meeting of the city 
council forty-seven aldermen voted for 
an order directing the chief to enforce 
all liquor laws and ordinances. It 
was claimed that the police depart- 
ment had the power now, without any 
additional legislation, to stop dancing 
and cabarets in places where liquor 
was sold. 

Chief Ready to Act. 

The chief was preparing to carry 
out the council's suggestion, when it 
was found that he did not have the 
necessary power. It was claimed by 
the aldermen that every holder of a 
liquor license gave a bond not to allow 
any form of entertainment to be given 
in liquor selling places. 

An unofficial opinion from city law- 
yers declared that this provision in 
the bond is illegal, as there is not an 
ordinance providing for it. It was as- 
serted that this provision is contained 
in an obsolete ordinance. 

“It’s a case of the city collector 
using old blanks,” was the declaration. 

“TI will enforce every law and ordi- 
nance on the books,” said the chief. 
“TI have asked the law department for 
an opinion on what I legally can do.” 


Cabarets Up to Council. 

In view of the attitude of the city 
law department, which is expected to 
be shown today in a formal opinion, 
the council will have to take all -re- 
sponsibility for the continuance of 
cabarets and dancing in cafés. The 
chief is without power to suppress 
these unless they are disorderly places. 
Two caharet ordinances are now be- 
fore the council license committee.

640. Million Bushels on 
Record Acreage. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—A Win- 
ter wheat crop of 540,000,000 bushels 
is forecast by the department of agri- 
culture, which compares with a final 
yield of 418,070,000 bushels last season, 
but is 145,000,000 bushels less than the 
record yield of 1914 and upsets the 
plans of the government for a billion 
bushel wheat production next year. 
The area seeded, 42,170,000 acres, is the 
largest ever sown to winter wheat but 
the condition of the crop is the lowest 
on record for this time of the year. 
There is still a chance that the crop 
may turn out to be larger than ex- 
pected, as the percentage of winter 
killing may be smaller than nor- 
mal and the wheat may be helped by 
excellent weather conditions after the 
growing season commences. 

“In the campaign to produce a bil- 
lion bushels of wheat next year to help 
feed our allies,” the department says, 
Yan acreage of 47,337,000 of winter 
wheat was advocated. Failure to reach 
this amount was not due apparently 
to the intention of farmers, but to the 
nudverse conditions, unfavorable weath- 
er, late harvest of other crops, and 
shortage of farm help, preventing the 
putting out of the full acreage desired. 


Dry Fall Cuts Crops. 


“The fall was exceedingly dry in 
many important sections, particularly 
in the southwest, viz.—Kansas, Okla- 
homa, and Texas, also in the far north- 
west. viz.—Idaho and Washington. Al- 
though the increase is less than hoped, 
the acreage is the largest ever planted. 
In 1914, the previous.year of largest 
acreage, 42,012,000 acres were planted 
und 684,990,000 bushehls produced. 

“The condition of the plant on Dec. 
1 was low, being 79.3 per cent of nor- 
mal, which compares with a ten year 
average condition on same date of 89.3. 
The lowest condition ever reported ‘in 
previous years on Dec. 1 is 81.4, in 1895. 

“A quantitative forecast is not 
usually made from the December re- 
ports because great changes can occur 
between now and harvest, for better or 
worse. But it may be observed that in 
the last ten years the yield per acre 


els. On this basis a condition of 79.3 
would forecast a yield of about 12.8 
hushels, which on 42,170,000 acres, 
would produce about 540,000,000 bush 
eis. 

Estimate Near Average. 


“In 1917. the crop was about 418,- 
000,000 shels; in 1916 it was 481,- 
000,000 d the average of the preced- 


ing five Years was 543,000,000 bushels. 
-“The rye acreage shows a material 
increase of 36.6 per cent over last year, 
due largely to a more than doubling of 
the acreage in North Dakota. 
' “The estimated acreage of 6,119,000 
and condition of 84.1 forecast a produc- 
tion of approximately 84,000,000 bush- 
els. In 1917 the yield‘ was about 60,- 
000,000; in 1916 about 49,000,000, and 
the average of the preceding five years 
about 41,000,000 bushels.”

It is known that the food adminis- 
tration desires to accumulate liberal

Jess some facilities for hedging cash 
corn in the pit are provided. Elevator 
interests are not disposed to put much 
corn in their houses without having 
some protection against a price slump, 
but with cash corn selling so much 
higher than the futures it is impossible 
to do the normal hedging to guard 


jagainst losses. 


Cash corn is now being handled on 
a 10@25c a bushel margin, while in 
normal times, when hedging is possi- 
ble, only a fraction of a cent is re- 
quired. Present sharp fluctuations in 
cash corn values are without prece-

Urge Hedging Facilities. 


It is with the intention of reéstab- 
lishing hedging facilities that the com- 
mittee at Washington is working.
